Cudgel is the 
t(»p weight and will without dou!)t go to the iM»st 
the favtirite. Koamer. one of the must istpular 
ra<-<Ts of the uictro|Mditaii turf, will imt want for 
.admirers and there are many who ex.iect to set* 
Andrew Miller’s great gelding hiwer the colors of 
Cudgel and A. K. Macomb«*r’s brilliant three-year-

KENTUCKIANS !N FORCE AT SARATOGA 



Western Owners Expected to Cut More Formidable 
Swath Than in Former Years.

Saratoga Springs, X. Y., July 31. — Kentucky and 
the west v ill agaiu l)C represeutid in exteusive uu- 
meri<*al fashion and promise to cut a much more for- 
midable swath than in former years. If such is the 
cast*, it Mill be due to the fact that the improved 
ti'iick, firm and springy, is more representative of the 
Kentucky courses or .so-ealli*d “paste hoard” tracks 
prevalent iu the M*est. Formerl.v raet*rs from the 
blue grass section ract*d with difficulty on their 
first essays over this track on account of their 
unfamiliarit.v v.’ith the loose and cuppy footing thi*y 
had to run over. 

The Kentuckians, particularl.v this .vear, have ex- 
<*<*llent i)rosi>ects of holding their oM*n M’ith the 
U*st. for tlieir st<;ck compares M*ell M*ith the la*st 
in tliesf parts. It is doubtful if any thn*«*-ye 2 ir- 
«*ld fillies M'ill prove sui>erior to Viva America. 
John Ward, who trains the latter, has also a strong 
hand in Luckj- B.. M'hicli he trains for “Daggie” 
Smith. 

B. J. P.rauuon’s youngsters. St. Bernard and Colo- 
uel Livingston, are already attracting attention 
asi:l. as they arc named in some races iu Mhieh they 
Mill Ik* opiH>s(*d by the eastern top-notchers, con- 
siderable interest Mill be attached to tlieir iK*r- 
forniaiue. So far the juvenile division has not 
prodm-ed anything outstanding and the eastern 
owners regard the cn>n of youngsters shoMii t<» date 
as ordinary. 

The real eliampion of the year, according to good 
judges, is Pride of India, a sou of D»*lhi — Dominoes, 
owned by II. A. Porter, and trained by former 
starter Harry Morrissey. The colt has not Ik*cii 
umler colors to date, but his M'ork has been 
of such a flattering imture that several of the more 
pretentious oMiiers have sought to acquire him, but 
their lempliug offers have all lK*eii turned doMii by 
his <*\vncr. The colt Mcnt slightly amiss yesterday 
morning, M’hich Mill deprive him of making his 
debut in the United States Hotel Stakes, Mhieh Mill 
la* decided next Saturday. Iu yesterday’s M’ork. 
Miicii he met his mishap, he took into camp in good 
style the crack I’ltima Thule. Trainer James Kowe 
Mas a Mitiiess to the iM*rfortnance and intimated 
that he m-ou1<1 give $30,000 for the colt’s transfer 
to the Whituey establishmeut. Trainer Morrissey 
also has in his stable Pastoral SMaiu, a sou of 
Uolin. that he is reserving esiK*cially to Min the 
Lexington Bret*<lers’ Futurity Mith. 

All the horses that M’cre brought here from Ken- 
tucky, aiipear to have shipiied in excellent condi- 
tion and. barring smiie slight iiilments, are all in 
fine fettle. The extensive band of Edward B. 
MeLeaii and those oMiied by Mrs. Edward B. Me- 
Ia*an, in eha.rge of trainer John F. Schorr, show 
up i*xtremcly m<*11. Tlie Porter. Miiich Mill not b<* 
seen under c*olbrs during the early part of the meet- 
ing. has filled out eonsiderjibly siiiee his laitoiiia 
eampaign. 

SPEEDY KATHLEEN HAS RECOVERED. 

Kathleen also has gott(*n over her ailment and is 
noM- going along MiuKithly in her training and 
sprinters here Mill fiml it a difficult task to take 
her measure. The veteran L«*ocliares is also ready 
for a hard race, but like The Porter, he Mill only 
Im? called on ocesisionally. Uncle White is not 
shoMiiig up as Mcll as expected he Mould and has 
Imcu verging on a fever during the past few' days. 

The d«-ath of tiiff Hiimmon Mill elevate William 
Hurle.v to the iiosition of trainer of mo^t of the 
E. K. Bradley horses. The main brigade, ho>vever. 
Mill Ih* under the pf*rsonal sup«*rvis!on of Mr. 
Bradley, Mho M’ill prepare th<*m for their eng.tge- 
nients. 

The Bradley stable promis<*K to 4*«>nliniie the suo- 
<*esM*s enjoyed this seas<m in Kentucky, for all the 
racers are in suis'ib lamditiou. Mr. Bradl«*y ft*els 
the los:i of Cliff Ilammou keenly and has made

WESTERN TWO-YEAR-OLDS OF THIS YEAR 

None Definitely Outstanding as Superior in Speed 
and Stamina in Meetings Past. 

V/hen, iu any year, a really high-<*lass two-year- 
old makes its apwarance in racing, one of the evi- 
dences of its grt*atness is its ability to successfully 
c<m.t de much *wt*rghf to fairly good horses of its 
own age. Judging by this test, no eieeptioiiall.v 
gfKMl two-year-old took part in tin* Kentucky racing 
<»f this year and iu the east only Elfin Queen si*ems 
to meet sill requirenn nts. It is true that she failed 
to give Terentia fourteen iKiunds in the Ast<»r;a 
Stakes and at that difference in M’cight M*as b«*aten 
a half length by the latter, but time may establish 
the fact that Tert*ntia is the best of Mr. Coe’s 

costly Slcilmcre Stud fillies and a high-class one 
herself. 

Of the M'esterii two-year-olds, Billy Kelly se«*med 
quite ail inviueible for a time. This undeniably

S<*iiiiings I’ark Miiiaing by a h«*ad from Colo- 
nel Livingston, Mith St. Bernard third. In lK*lialf 
of Billy Kelly it Mas aft«*iMards said that he had 
been injured in the rm-e and color Mas h*nt to this 
statement by tlie fact that he was not afterwards 
started. He may redeem himself at Saratoga. 

AVith the disiipiH*aram*e of Billy Kelly. Meat any 
pretenthm to outstanding superiority, on the part uf 
any tMo-.vcar-old engaged in M’estern racing. The 
lK*st of th**m oeat each other in turn with confusing 
regularity. Perhaps an exception should l»e iioteil 
in favor of E. K. Bradley’s Binding Tie, This filly 
was started in but two niees and mou them botli, 
a purse race and the JiiV4*iiile Stakes at Churchill 
Ihiwiis. In the Juvenile she easily defeated Legal. 
94 pounds; Seiinings Park, 114; Brother Maclean. 
97; Jago, 112; Effie Kaiidall. 97, and Gold Stone. 
100. In carrying 112 iMuinds herself she M*as giving 
M’cight to everything else in the race and tliis per- 
formance Mas a good om*. But she* Mas not started 
again. In passing, it might Im* said that in this 
filly. Batter Cake, Believe Me Girls, Blushing 
Bc*aiity and sevenil more* of little lc*ss merit. P-rad- 
ley iK>ssc‘ssed the lH*st band of tM'o-y«*ar-olds iu 
Kentucky racing. Mliich m;iy not be saying any 
great thing.

MORE TIME TO DEVOTE TO RACING 

That Is Why John £. Madden Decided to Retire 
From the Breeding End of the Sport. 

Sanitoga, X. Y., July 31. — “Why arc you giving 
up hret*«liiig thoroughbreds?” This question was put 
to John E. Madden, and his re^jly w’as sudden and 
partieularly pointed. 

“B*‘canse I am better off than John D. Rocke- 
feller.” was his answer. “I have everything I 
want, fmni money to a good api>etite. From now- 
on I am a fanner and an owner and trainer of 
horses, I shall always have ji stable of horst's to 
raee, but it is doubtful if I return to breeiliug. 

“Hamburg Place is now a big farm, on which 1 
shall raise cattle anti sheep. I now linve 500 sheep, 
and 1 rt*all.v don’t know how many head of cattle,, 
but the iimiilH'r is quite large. At the present time 
I have 500 acres of wheat and 400 acres of com. j 
besides maii.v acres of other farm products, as well i 
as hundreds of acres of blue grass. I am giving | 
up brct*diiig thoroHghhrt*ds l»ecause it has been a tic- | 
cidetl strain on me for abtuit twent.v-five .vears, anti, 
having enough money to retire, I decitleil to do so, | 
Imt 1 shall always be assm-iated with the turf as 
long as I can get :iround, bu.viiig horses w’hcii I 
think they are gtKxl enough and winning stakes as 
I have alwaj-s done. 

“I have m>t bred all the gooti horses that I have 
raciHl. having bought man.v, including Novelty. 
Yankee, Him* Girl. Salvadere and many others of 
mult* or less iniiM>rtant*c. and all of w’hich won rich 
stakes for me. My colors w-ill always be carried by 
high-class horses if I can get them, but it is doubt- 
ful if I ever breed an.v more.” 

Mr. Madden is :in exct*edingly interesting conver- 
sationjilist when the subject is the turf. He has 
s«*en all phases of it and has proved exceetliugly 
successful on aceonnt of his untiring efforts am: 
foresight. When tlie days wore dark for the con- 
limiation of tin* sjHirt in this country, Mr. Madden 
was one of tin* most optimistic horsemen. He never 
gave up the ghost. On the contrary, he bought ex- 
tcnsivel.v and continued to breed, bclicviug that thr 
IK>p;ilarity of the turf would eventually triumph. 

HAMBURG PLACE IS CAPACIOUS. 

It is safe to say that Hamburg Place is the larg- 
est bre(‘diiig establishment in the world, there being 
no other similar institution of its equal in an.v 
country. From his farm he has introduced such 
horsc*s as Sir Martin, Old Rosebud. Little Nephew. ] 
Joe ^Iadd(*n ;iml scores of others of inc»n* or less 
note. He has endeavon*d to raise tin* liest horsc*s 
in this c-oiintry and lias studied the breeding ques- 
tion for gein*ratioiis back. He wrote an interesting 
volume on I he su!ij<*ct, which has a wide circula- 
tion in every country when* the breeding industry 
c*xists. ' 

“'riu* be luity and interest in breeding thoroiigh- 
brcHls is the umortaihty attac*hc*cl to them,” says 
Mr. Madd<*n. ‘‘I»ok at the high-c-lass horses that 
have lM*en iNuight for a song. There is Morello. 

which w.as imrchas«*d for $100. Thc*n, again, there is 
IIc'iio. whhh onl.v brought $100. These instance's 
demonstr.ite that in breeding and buying yearlings 
Oien* is smh an unc-ertain clenic'iit that the* pcMm'sf 
man c-an snmetiinc*s amass a fortune from the small 
c*st invc'stiiK.iit. If tln*re was no uncertainty alsmt 
buying young horses, money would dominate, as tin 
ric*h would get c*vc*ry good horse* and tin* i»oor man 
would not have a cham*e. As it is, the i>oor man 
or mo<h'r!ti<> hu.ver has a c*hanc*c* to get a good horsi 
for a small sum and what is more encouraging 

when a ni.in has a gcHsl horse it canimt be* s<|ueozed 

from him l»y tin' iiioin'.v prc*ssurc*. He gets his price* 

for his g«Mids or he kec'ps them. 

“Even this .year the ricln'st owners on the turf 
sc-oured the f.-irins in Kentuc-ky, Tennes.sc*c*, Mary- 
land ainl Vi.-giiiia for the In'st horsc's. jc't tin* in.a- 
jorily of the n'ally goenl two-year-olds are in the 
hands of men of imHlerntc* mc*ans. Stables like those 
of Joseph K. Wieh'in*r, Genergc* D. Whh*in*r, MaJ. 
.Viignst Ih'linont. A. K. .Mac-oinlwr. R, T. Wilson and 
W. S. Kilmer have not yet shown a two- 3 -ear-old 
th.it has eome noar to exiM'ctatioiis. 

“JI. K. Knapp ainl W. R. <’«h* have Elfin Quo(*n 
and 'rc*r<'iitia. resiM'c tivel.v. which look like tin* b«*st 
fillic's, .MI the other gmid two-.vc*ar-oh!s are in tin- 
hands eif middio class horsc*men. No ln*ttc*r pnmf 
<*oiild In* offered to establish m.v c-ontention. We are 
going to hn*e«l some* wondi*rfiil horsc*s in this c*oiin- 
try. Of that thc*n* is little question, for the stm-k 
is hen*, i siuill emh*nvor lo sprc*ad m.v stallions .-ind 
niarc*s anaiinl among man.v is'cqdc* so th:it tin* indiis- 
tr.v will Im* i!nue* widely circiil:itc*d and to c iieuiirage 
M*W blooel iiit«» tin* subj«*ct of breeding.”

Hc*aly’s answer is probably the most truthful and 
impressive w’hen he says: “Madden made a sncci*ss 

I>c*c*aiis«* he work(*cl hard and unc*c‘asinglj-. He would 
have* b<*en just as snc*c*ossfui had ho turned his tal- 
ents in any other dire*ction. Had he been a tl'.imb!e« 
maker, he would have* put more de*nts into a tliiinhb* 
than his neighlxiring me*e-hanics.” 



ENGLISH STUD BOOK REVELATIONS 



This gre*at w-ork. which no hlexNistock breeder can 
lH>ssibly do w’itliout, is at one*<* a monument to the 
industry of Messrs. Woatherby and of their print- 
<*rs and tx>okbinele*rs — for in these* latter days it is 
far from enough to get a work ready for the press. 
The furthcT work involves almost equal trouble and 
diffie-ult.v. Howe'ver, the twenty- third volume is 
HOW' a^Tiilable, and it is bigger than any of its preel- 
e*e*e*ssors, for the marcs ace*ouiitcd for in it number 
6,430 for 1916. as against 5,(w30 in 1913. This in- 
crease is line in some* mcasiin* to the* stoppages of 
the continental demand, though the e*xport of year- 
lings and r.icing stCK*k to Amerie*a and the eolonie*s 
has ine*reas(*el. Apart from that, howe*ver, in all 
the eU*partmcnts where the war has nuide itself 
fe*lt then* is a cle*ar indication from the figim*s. 
Thus, of the 6,430 mare*s ae*e*ounte?d for. we find 
ao fewer than 35S under the lu‘atliiig “No return, 
or put out of the stud.” whereas under tliis head- 
ing ill 1913 then* were hut 12.3, and in 1914 only 
ninety-two. Again, there were in 1916 as many as 
231 “not cove*n*d iii preceding year,” w-liich is in 
exe*ess of the e*arlier ye*ars. “Died since pn*ceding 
year” total 325 in 1916, as against 227 in 1913 and 
231 in 1914. On the w’liole, therefore, the sum total 
of 6,430 mares accounted for dcK*s not mean for a 
moint'iit that l»ret*ders w-ere doing increased business, 
hut rather that they were having increased diffi- 
culties. The actual return of foals Inirn iu 1916 
excec*els onl.v b>* two those born in 1915. ronsiiler- 
ing the difficulties of shipping, 127 exports of 
ni;m*s is quite a favorable re*turn, and it may lie all 
lor tlie best that we have be*en oblige*!! to ki*ep so 
many mare*s at home, be*cause afte*r the war the*re is 
iMuinel to Ik* a gre*at demand for breeding stock. 
An.vone* who w’ishes to have the Stud Rook. Vol. 
23. with the Brue*e Lowe figures nelelcd to each m:iro, 
has onlj’ to auplj- to the International Horse Agene*y 
;!nel Exe*hange, Ltd., 46a I’all Mall, or they can 
scml the'ir own bexiks up to Ik* figure*d. It is a 
gre*at convciiicne*e to have these figures in the book 
for rcadj- re*fe*renco, whatever value we may hapiH*n 
to attach to Rruce Lowe’s own eU'diictions from 
Ihem. 

Thus, I hoar that the threc-ycar-old Country 
Buell has beM ‘11 sold to Edward Naughtou, of Perth, 
We-stern Australia, and a big fine colt ho is, though 
he was much dclaj’cel iu iKissihIc work by a bad 
ae*e ielent carl.v this ye*ar. Well, the e*olt being by 
Sw,vnford — Valve, re*fcn*iie*c to the* figure*el Stiiel Bistk 
shows that Valve is of No. (1) family, as for that 
matter is Swynford. It is a gre*at branch of No. 
U) famil.v, for Valve* is out of Gas (dam of Cicero), 
her chain llliiiuiiiate (eluiii of Imdas). Swynford, ns 
most of us know, is out of Canterbury Pilgrim 
(winiie*r of the* Oaks, her dam Pilgrimage, Tvinne*r 
of tlie Two Thousand Guineas and Oaks, and dam of 
man.v gre‘.at winners.

INCIDENTS OF SOME OLD-TIME RACES 



Thunderbolt Was a Horse of Tremendous Speed and 
the Greatest Rival of Thormanby. 

A slashing golden chestnut sem of SteK*kwe*il — 
C’ordelia, b.v Re*el Dccr, Thunelcrbolt was a horse* of 
great s»K*eel. anel he was one of the most formielable 
rivals of Thormanby in their two-year-olel days. 
Pe>r Mr. Caleelon Ab-xamler ho won five races out 
of eight in his first se»ason (inclusive of a walk- 
eiver). Thornianhy he met tlm*c times at two 
ye*ars, finishing in frenit of him in the Fiiielori Stakes 
at GcKidweKKl. then a neck anel hcael elivkle*el Niit- 
bonrnc, Thuneh*rbolt anel Mr. Merry’s great horse. 
Pre*viousl.v, liowe*ve*r, Thiiiiele*rbedt ran unnlace*el to 
Ru|M*e anel Thornianhy for the New Stake*s, anel at 
the'ir hist mee'ting in the “Critewloii” Thormanhy 
elefeate*el him bj' a length afte*r a great racK*, Forel- 
Iiani having to use the whip on the winner in a 
strenuous finish. 

Rather curiously Taunton’s “Famous Horses.” 
states that in 1S61 Thunderbolt W'on the Stewards* 
<’np at GoofUvooel iinele*r 139 pounds, but that Is an 
error. He* e*ertainly ran for that rae-e. e*arr.ving the* 
weight specif ieel, but he was iiiiplaccel to Cro.igli 
Patrick, to which he was trying to conceelc iie> less 
than sixty penmds, Tlnindcrbolt, moie*over. starteel 
at the forlorn chMs of 66 to 1. 

At the* stnel he sired many big horses, but iiowa- 
elnys the best known of them is perhaps Reve*rb«*ra- 
tiein, whie-li bee-aine the sire of Concussion (dam of 
Hamm(*rkop. Sirenia, Llaiigibby, etc). Amemg his 
elaug!ite*rs we*re Lael.v Blaiu-hc. which was the* 
grandelam of Runbnrj*. ami I>H*ke*t, which went *to 
Australia and prewliiccel, amemg others. Chain Shot. 
The last-name*el came to this e*ountry as a stallion. 
A famous mare that likewise attaiimel the age* 
of thirty-one was Reisamond, by Rnzz;ird, dam of 
the St. lK*ger w’iniier, Rare*foot. When she feialeel 
that colt to Tramp she was alrcaely twe‘iity-two, 
anel she continneel to be*ar foals for another four 
years. 

Barefoot’s Leg«*r w*as most sensational, for after 
thre*e false starts, twenty-three of the twenty-seven 
e*ompctitors broke away anel ran the whole ceuirse*. 
Barefoot finishing se*conel to Carnival. The race* hael 
to be run over again anel only a e1e>zcn we*iit to the 
post, Bari'foot finall^r winning. His original backers 
liael gfMMl hedging, feir his price of 20 to 1 prie»r to 
the false start was snbse*e|ue*ntly re*ebiceel to 5 to 1. 

In thevee days, of course*, there was no such thing 
as starting price, but, bael there beH*n, his hae*kers 
would, of course, have been entitled to “twentie*s.” 
In more recent times the point was definitely de- 
ciele»el whe*ii Barmecide won the Cumh«*rland Plate. 
That was in 1890. All the nine ninne*rs exe*f*pt Red- 
sand went the e*onrse in a breakaway. Tyrant, .a 
warm favorite at “evens” coming in first, hciiting 
Barmecide (8 to 1) by a half length. Two of the 
field did not go to the post for the actual rae*e, 
which was won by Barmen'idi* (3 to 1), with T.vraiit 
111 to 8 against) unplaeeel. 

It was argii**d in some quarters that the prices at 
the actual start should rule, but if that Were cor- 
rect, w-bat W’oiild become of the money wagert*el on 
the two horses which were finally withdrawn? Hav- 
ing one*e beet; under the starter’s .orde*rs, they were 
e-learly runners within the me*aning of Rule 1 of the 
Rule's of Racing. Rookmake*rs were thcre*fore en- 
titlt*el to ree*eive over the*m anel, per contra, they 
we*re eeinally entitled to pay backers the original, or 
false start prie*es ove*r the hctunl W’inner and placed 
horses. 

RAN TOO GREAT A DISTANCE. 

Tliere was a previous decision to the same e*«iait- 
nblo effect in CMUincction with the Northampton- 
shire Stakes of 1887. The circumstances were rather 
different, for after Mieldlethorpc had won liy six 
lengths from Valentine, with Postscript tliini, an 
obice'tion Yvas made to the race on the greuiiid that 
the proper distance had bee*n exceeded, and the 
stc'wards ordered the course to be measured, when it 
was found that all the horses had run two hundred 
and fifty yards more than the prescribed elist:i nc«*. 
They ordered the race to be* run over again in ac- 
cordane*c with the rule. Five of the horse*s did not 
go to the* iK)st the se*coiiel time and Middlcthoriie 
won again, with Postscript second, Sand|diM*r third 
and Valcntim* anel Thorne* unplae*ed. 

In his lK)ok on “The Rules of Betting.” a well- 
known l»*gal aiitliorit.v on turf matters some j'ears 
later dissente*el from the decision, whie*h was given 
at the* time, that all the horse*s which r:ui in the 
rae*e ove*r the wrong course were starters, wlwther 
or not they ran in the actual race. His opinion 
was “that this ele*e*ision was errone*ons, iiiasniiich :is 
ihere was no starter proi>erly acting within the 
sco|H* of his duties.” 

I must confess tl:at I am unable to folh»w his 
argiiuicnt, for appare*ntly the starter was not re- 
sponsible for tin* mistake, and eve*n hael he been. 
Rule 33 of the Rules of Racing (1887) state*«| in 
plain words that if a rae:s* was run bj* all the* horses 
at wrong weights, or a wrong distaue*e, or when 
the judge was not in the box, the stewarels A\«*re* to 
order it to be run again on the same day. That 
bedug so, there was, as far as a me*re? ln.vni;iii can 
se*c, not tho smalh'st IcMiphole for a quibble*. Ten 
horses wont to the iKist and took part in the original 
rae*e. anel the*y wen* therefore “starters,” whether 
the*y went to the ix>st the see*one1 time or not. 

The settlement of starting price wagers for that 
re*ason eoulel onl.v be made in one W’ay, i. e.. by the* 
return of the prices at the time of the start of the 
first rae*e over the wrong course. Rookmaki*rs w<*re* 
i'ntitle*el to claim over the five horses that were 
withdrawn from the ae*tual rae*e*, and therefore* they 
hael to pay the price*s cum*nt at the first start. 
Middlethorpe. it may be* n*calle*el, was then favorite* 
at 4 to 1, with Nelly Farren se*cond choie*o at 5 to 
1. Postscript at 11 to 2, Thorne at 100 to 15, 
SaiieIpiiM*r 7 to 1, Valentine 8 to 1, I’liatterlsix 10*> 
to S, anel so on. For the actual race Mieldletlior|>e 
was a 7 to 4 on cham*e, with Postscript at fenirs, 
and the* other riiniie*rs. Saiidpiiicr. Valentine* anel 
Thorne*, jeiiiitly at 8 to 1. It was only ee|uity that 
starting pric*e lajrcrs e*eiulel not re*ceive over X**lly 
Farren anel the e)the*r fe»ur absentee's and at the 
same time* pay out over Mieltlb*the)ri»e at the gre*atly 
sheirteue'el priee e»f 7 to 4 eui. — “Vigil.iut,” in London 
SiHirtsnian.

But a Small Journey from Saratoga. 



Saratoga. N. Y., July 31. — Visitors here for the 
ra«-e HMsding. th.it are iiiter«*sted in the breeding of 
the tb<»roughbred iMirsi*. will find it worth while 
r«« «'er to Amsterdam, where is locaUil the 
sphnididly apindiited Hurricana breeding establish- 
ment fo!ind«il by the late General Stephen Sanford 
and imw presid«il over by his son and heir, John 
Sanford. 

In the «h*ath of General Stephen Sanford, who 
died ill 1913. N<*w York has lost its foremost brenler 
of tlmroughlHiil hors«*is and the turf one of the most 
notable s|s»rtsmen that ever illumined the pages 
of its history. There were many whose names 
Mon- higher up ou the winning owners’ list at tlie 
«nd of each ra<*ing year, but no man ever raced 
a iM’rsc iiion* purely for si>ort than did the gentle- 
man of Aiiist«*rdam. With a true s|>urting spirit he 
r;M- 4 il those of his own breeding and bis seastm of 
aotivily was almost wholl.v c*onfined to Saratoga 
Springs, wliere his neighbors could enjoy the simrt. 
When tills or that one of his favorites was to per- 
form iu a stake of iiiiiiortance, it was a holiday 
for all the hands in his big carpet and rug mills 
that pra«'ticall.v siii»|K»rts the town of Amsterdam, 
and all would journey to Sarati'ga and cheer the 
horse to victor.v. 

Each year the old gentleman would have a priv- 
ate- rati* imi'tiiig e*f his own over his first-class 
training track at the Hurricana Farm. It was a 
final tiy-<mt for the horses tliat had lK‘en selected 
to race at Sjiratoga, but no <*ue was barred. Purses 
w<*n* hung up and liorseiiieii were invited to send 
tlie-ir lH*st along to try conclusions with the Sanford 
colts. These were race days for Amsterdam. The 
pla<i‘s of business would closi*. the mills were shut 
deiwii ami the* whole papulation eujo.ved the hospi- 
tality of the geiM*ral. It was at these same little 
luatiiiei's that most of the latter-day cracks tliat 
<ainc from Hurricana first showed the quality that 
aft<*rward t«s»k them on to turf distiuctioii among 
tin* liest liorM's iu the country. 

With General Sanford it was only sis»rt. He spent 
millions in the iKtablishmeut of tlie Hurricana Stud 
and its upkeep, and he had a comparatively small 
monetary return, but he never counted dollars when 
it came to his favorite sisirt and his hobby of en- 
ileavoriiig to bret‘d the best thoroughbred horse in 
the i-ouiitr.v. 

After the horses had their final “prep” at this 
invitation inatiiie(‘, at wliich the whole countryside 
WHS present, the elwted were wnt down to Saratoga 
and no more popular silks were ever shown ou the 
American turf than tlie purple and gold of the 
sterling old sisirtsman. 

SPENT LAST DAYS AT HURRICANA. 

This was when racing was goinl and before the 
clamor of the self-ap|N>iiitcd guardians of morals 
found evil iu the running of horses and by their 
vicious campaign almost wiinil out the greatest of 
all siwirts in this state. The passage of the anti- 
racing bills was a severe blow to this grand old 
man and ho aniiouiKiil that he would sell out his 
hors«*s and give up bmiling. He thought he would, 
but his devotion to the thoroiigiihnil was such that 
he C4mtiiiiicd to breed and right up to tlie time of 
his doatli he siM*ut his days at Hurricana among 
his Imrses. which lie had come to love iu a way 
that cannot be <-ompn*hcnded by any but the red- 
bi<MKl<il oiM>s who know the horse and his uoble 
d«i*ds, 

<;eneral Sanford inheritiHl a love for horses and, 
after lN*iiig gradurttiil from West Point, he went 
into business with his father and with the building 
iqt of an iniinciise f<»rtuiie, he quiekl.v turned his 
attention to bmiling. Born in the town of Mayfield 
Ma.v 2 »i, 1S26. he s|H>ut his long, useful life not far 
from his birthplace. The Hurricana Farm was es- 
tablisheii while he was still a comparatively young 
Ilian and his first apiH*arance on the turf was und<‘r 
the name of the Hurricana Stable. Under that name 
he raiiil maii.v goo<l horses, one of the early ones 
lieiiig Tramp, a product of his fanii, iK'iiig a chest- 
nut <011 of Uhimneysweep — Barmaid. This eolt, in 
1887. W'as winner of the Foxhall Stakes at Sara- 
toga. when he gave the western eolt, Carey, a 
thorough Is'ating. 

It W’as the bretiliiig tliat first attracted General 
Sanford and to carry out liis plans he purchased 
Liiircate and s«*voral good mares iu England and 
brought them over to Hurricana. He purchased 
Potomac from M. J. Dwyer when his racing days 
wen* over, for something like $36,666 and he gave 
$7..506 for Clifford after he w’as through on the 
track. He purchased Isidor and the English stallion 
Coiisalvo and made many notable purchases of higli- 
< lass marcs. 

.S<imc of his more uotable purchases of luatnms 
were Crown Priuci'ss. I.«ady Primrost*. Lady Viola, 
for which In* paid the elder August Belmont $20,660; 
Li Tom-.i. purchas'd from Pierre Lorillard; White 
Fnist, tjm*cu of Song and many others that Jiave 
made themselves famous, both ou the turf and as 
matnms. 

With such a stunly foundation it was no wonder 
that the Hurricana Stud was capable year afti*r 
year of M'liding rarely goml ones to the races. The 
sales w’ere f»*w’ and far lM*tweeu and W'ithiu a short 
time purely linil Hurricana foals w’ere produced 
and they all raced iu a mamier to sustain the 

wisdom of s<‘leetiou and mating as carried 011 under 
the theories of the geutlemaii breeder. 

SOME OF ITS FAMOUS HORSES. 

Souu* of the famous hors 4 *s that w<*re produced 
in later .Years at Hurricana were Chuctaniiuda, 
Cangliiiawaga. Moll.v Brant. Sir John Johnson. Mo- | 
hawk II.. Damrscara. Cliff Edge. Hill Top. Burnt 

Hills, Kciiu.vetto. Kiame^ha II., Fort Hunter, Hoff- 
man and M-or**s of others that have pla.ved an im- 
IMirtaiit part in racing and some that still play an 
iuiiMirtant part. 

Down in Fa.vette County. Kentucky. John E. Mad- 
d«*ii’s farms may Im* measured by miles and Major 
Augu*it Belmont aI*io lias s^^miething in the way of 

a show pla»-e ill his Nursery Stud, as have J. O. 

K*i*ne, H. I*. Headley .and E. R. Bradley. There 
the.v have the blue grass and the limestone water, 
but none of these Keiitiiek.v breeiling establishments 
has au.vthiiig iu the wa.v of bams. padd<K*ks ami 
other <*«mveiiien<i*s, as has llurrhaiia Farm of 
Amsterdam. Taking the place of the blue grass, the 
luisturiiig of Mr. Sanford’s place is timothy and 
«lovcr and there is pleiit.v of it and to spare. 

At this M'ason of tiu* year Hurricana is at its 
licst and preM*uls a pleasing picture to the eye. Along 
the road, which in Kentucky would Ik* called a pike, 
is a i»erfcct training track three-quarters of a mile 
armiiid. 

Almost surnmiidiiig this track an* stables ami 
p.tddcM*ks for the broodmares, stallions, yearlings 
and other horses to Ik* taken care of, including au 
iiii|K>rt(*4l PerHierou stallion and a prize hackiie.v. 
Off to one side and still nearer the imhlic highw'ay. 
IK the winter training trai'k, with the stable for tin* 
liors<*s in training alongside. 

This training track is entirely luvered over ami 
I; an oval of an eighth of a mile, where the Isiys 
uiz.v gallop the horses in the worst of weather. It 
is a regular track inclosed so as to keep out the 
rigors of winter weatlier and nearby is a separate 



RAN TWELVE AND A HALF MILES FOR $55 

An Old-Timer Shows a Youngster Something About 
Stamina — Eleven ^eats for a $100 Purse. 

One was a stiird.v old fellow wrho Iwd suecevs#fiill.v 
weather«*d th«* storms of at le.ist thrcH* score and 
ten wiuti*rs. The other w’as a dapi>er sprig, ban*ly 
out of his ’teens. There was that about iMith, 
which at once proclaimed them men of the turf. 
The.v onter»*d the office of Daily Racing Form, the 
older one with the air of certainty in his imsition; 
the younger in doubtful anxiety. 

‘‘Got a complete set of racing guides hen*';” asked 
the elder one, 

“We h.'ive,” ho W’as told. 

“Can wc have a bKik into Krik’s book of racing 
in the early ’86’s, say ’79, ’80 and ’81*;” 

‘‘You can.” 

“I have just bt*en having a horsy confab on rac- 
ing W’ith this youngster,” he said, as the guides 
nniuested were pnaluced. “You s«‘e,” he continued 
as he turned the leaves of the guide for 1880, “we 
got to talking alMiut the last meeting at Beii- 
uiiig ;iiid the Peter I'aul incident came up. This 
youngster said old man Bradley should have been 
arrested for starting his boss in two races on the 
same day. I told him that two such short dash 
raws as Peter I’aul had run that day wouldn’t hurt 
any boss, g khI or bad, or iudifferent. I told him of 
the days of four-mile heats — of the days when 
stamina counted for more than si>e<*d in bosses, 
and finally it came to my mind that up in Canada, 
one time, I saw a race of eleven half-mile heats, 
which was started one day and finished the next 
and the winner of which ran last in a race of mile 

heats ou the same day. Then ” 

“Then I called liim,” iiiteriwsed tlie younger one. 
“I stood for all of his talk until he got to that 
eleven-heat race followed by another three-heat 
race. I know there have been a lot of long, draw’u- 
out trotting races, but I don’t believe that in any 
age the iK*ople of the ruuuiug turf ever stood for 
eleven heats to get a result aud cash. He said 
it was in the guides. I told him if he would show’ 
it to me I’d buy him the best feed in Chicago.” 
“Just hold your horses and I’ll show’ j’ou,” said 
the old mail, as he turue^l the pages of the first 
of the three guides. 

Finally he laid aside the guide for 1879 aud 
picked up that of 1880, At the end of half au 
hour he exclaimed exultantly: 

“Here it is iu black aud white.. Right here ou 
page 335. Look for yourself, smarty, aud we’ll 
go get that grub, for this search has created au 
apiKitite.” 

“The diuuer is ou me all right, but you had to 
show me,” said the youngster as they took their 
departure. 

Tills IS what the old man showed the youug man: 
Elmira, Ontario, August 26 and 27, 1880 — Purse 
$100, for horses owned in the counties of Waterloo 
and Welliugtou, of which $20 to second, $15 to 
third, $10 to fourth; half-mile heats, 3 iu 5.

This horse Paladin was by Leamington — Garland, 
by Uncle Vic aud, having been foaled in 1871, he 
was nine 3 ’ears old when he ran the races sum- 
marized above. 

Ill these daj's of sprints and few “run offs” after 
dead heats, the younger man is really to be par- 
doned bis doubts as to the veteran’s statements, aud 
his declaration that he would “have to be show’n.” 

A striking feature of the summaries displayed 
above is the fact that Paladin earned just $.55 for 
running twelve and a half miles, for he was dis- 
tauti.*d iu the second heat of the second race and 
got no part of that purse. Another feature is the 
dead heat iu the tenth. Ou iierusiiig the summary 
the younger mau might have asked why they did 
not divide first and second money aud not put the 
horst's through the ordeal of another heat. The 
older man could have ausw’ered that the rules of 
racing more than a quarter of a century ago did uot 
lK‘riiiit of a division of money in a race of heats. 
The eleventh heat was, therefon*. imperative. 

But twelve and a half miles for $55. Think of 
tills the next time you n*ad of tw’o ow’iiers dividing 
the purse after a dead heat at, say, three-quarters. 



stable for the broiKliiiares, where there is always 
steam heat when heat is needed. 

Mr. Sanford iias a man iu charge of each and 
every departnu’iit. H. W. Hoag, a former W’estern 
liorseiiiaii, is in charge of breaking the yearlings 
and hamlliiig the horses in training that are to 
be sent to trainers Biireh and Young. Arillinm 
I-.uws<m has charge of the bnaKlniares and Uharles 
Cunningham has the stallions under his can*. 

Among the stallions, by the way, may be seen old 
Chm-tanunda, now' 21 years of age, hale and frisky 
despite the weight of years. The Curragh, tlie son 
of S|K*armiiit — Ciirrajoug, is a grand-lookiiig Eng 
lish stallion that always attracts the eye of the 
visitor. Then tliere is Roc’kton. the sire of the g<KMl 
tw’o-year-ohl Yurueari, a splendid specimen of the 
thoroiighbreil. 

LiKiking over the mares. Onaga. dam of St. Isi- 
dore and Ute, when called, came all the length of the 
big pudilock to display a suckling fiily by Roektou. 
The former siieedy racer Trance was in tlie same 
padd<K’k w’itii a suckling colt by The Curragh by 
her side. 

Daiioseara also had a bay filly by her side by 
The Curragh. w’hile a colt by the same sire ran 
alongside of Sadaquada, dain of the gomi tw’o-year- 
<»ld Tns<*aloosa. 

At present th»*re are but eight yearlings of home- 
hie«Miiii}r j,t Hurricana, but a consignment of fifteen 
from K<*ntucky is exiK*cted almost any day now. 
they mostly being French-bred youngsters purchased 
h.v Mr. Sanford at last year’s sales. 

Ill order to reach Hurricana Farm, one must pass 
the great Sanford muuufacturiiig plants, established 
iu 1841 , which at present comprise over sixty 
separate buildings, covering acres of ground. First- 
time visitors to Saratoga will indeed be W’ell re- 
paiil by a trip to Amsterdam to see the wonders of 
the great Sanford establishments.

Students lM*twe,*n eight, *,*ii ;,n,i twenty 
one y»*ars of ;ige, ph.vslcaliy (|milific«i f„r military 
si*rvie,*. will Ik* r«*gnlarl.v «‘nroll,*d as members of 
tlie Nation.-il Army, having tin* .status of privates on 
furhmgli without pa.v. During tin* summer va<*ati,m 
each .s,t|,iier stnd(*nt will re,*,*ive six weeks of in- 
tensive military iiistrmtion. 

I uder tills scheme the student not only will fe»*l 
that he is doing his p:irt as a mem)M*r of the

Latest Ass<K*iat«Ml Press (lispatclies say in spite 
of tlM* tn*iiieiuloiis eff<»rts put forth by the t;er- 
iiiaiis to cheek the relentless prt‘ssure of the allies 
north of the Oun*<| river ttxlay finds the German 
lM»sitions there in pnive dantrer. French, Rritish 
and America II tn»ops, fight iii); their way f<»rward 
to the east of Fere-eu-Tardenois, havi* driven a 
wiflge into the enemy’s lim* and se«*ni to lx* in a 
|M»sition to eomiHd a hurried ndrwit from Ronehen*s 
and St. tJemnie. at the extn*me Itottom of the sal- 
ient lM‘twiH ‘11 Soissons and Rheims. 

The allies’ line toilay runs south from Soissons 
to <;rand Uoaoy and then it b<‘Kins to turn to the 
<*ast. It pass«*s just north of Fere-eu-Tardenois and 
I-Oiitinues to the aiH*x of the we<lge at the village 
of X«*s|es. where it turns shandy towanl Ron 
«*hen*s. The allies* advance in this region seems 
to have plac<>d them in a dominating imsition. 

All around the siilient there has Ikh-ii a contin- 
iHuis iKittle during the last two days, with the Ger- 
mans launching rciH^atiMl counterattaeks against the 
allUMl lines. Tiiey have all failed and the allies 
liave gaimnl im|s*rtaint ground at vital iioints. 

Immediately south of Soissons and west of Rheims 
tiK* German lines are strongly held, but enemy ef- 
forts to improve his iK»sitioii in the latter n‘gion 
have broken down. 

There now si^cms to be little doubt that the 
Germans will retreat to the Vesle river as soon 
as iKissible. aiij' iK>ssibiiit.v of making a stand north 
«»f the Ourcti lieing setmiingly gone. 

IMunging northward from Sergy, American troops 
lum* made a brilliant and imiMirtant advance in 
d«*s|M*rate fighting and apparently have o|H*ned the 
wa.v for further successful oi»eralions against the 
Germans in the Marne salient. 

Resistance of the stoutest character was no ob 
Stacie for the Americans and they now are on the 
Fen*H*u Tardcuois-Coiilomges highway south of the 
fon*st of XesU*s. The advance by the Americans 
late Tucs«laj"^ measured a little less than two miles. 
French tnsjps on the wings also moveil forward 
and the allies’ pressure on the west and east 
flanks of the po<ket is being maintained with 
force. 

Some of (lennany’s sup|K»st‘dly best divisions, the 
•fth Prussian guanl and a Ravariaii division, were 
r’pismcnts of American Iwys fnim the middle west 
and eastern states. The Americans had outfought 
them Monday in the battle for Sergy and defeated 
them Inidly Tuesday, although the enemy fought 
valiantlj'.

Action was taken by the Chicago council to pre- 
vent the increase from 70 to 88 cents i>t*r thousand 
cubic feet in Chicago gas rates ordered by the 
State I’ublic Utilities Commission. The council com- 
mittee on gas, oil and electric light and on gas liti- 
gation, were called in smH-ial nunding to hear a re- 
IM>rt from Domild R. Richberg, s'lecial gas counsel, 
r<H*omiiicudiug imiiieiliate application in the Circuit 
Court for an injunction n*straiuiug the enforcement 
of the utilities <-om in i.ss ion’s order.

I’nd«*r th«* new sugar rationing rules, which go 
into effect on .\ugust 1. domestic loiisumcrs are to 
l»e limited to two iMxinds a month for each memlier 
of the family, proprietors of eating houses can 
serve tM’o ixuinds Mith every ninety meals and in- 
dust ri.il us«‘rs .are restricted to fifty I>er <t*nt of 
tlieir cHinsumption last .vear. Monover. the fowl 
administration urges that “in canning and preserv- 
ing fruit, sugar be omittcil, but a«lded later when 
the fruit is eaten and sugar is more plentiful.” 

UiKinestiouably these regulations Mill iiii|K)se great 
inconvenience on confectioners, bakers and other in- 
dustrial consumers of sugar, but there is no n'ason 
to lielieve that aiiylKMly M’ill be ruim*d b.v them. 
Aln*ady the proprietors of such establishments have 
slioM'H mm*h ingenuity in meeting the situation 
caused b.v tlie shortage of sugar, and there is no 
reason to Indieve th.at they have rea<he<l the limit 
of their capacity. 

For individual consumers M’e are not able to see 
any n*al hardship. In this country it is estimateil 
that tM'o-fifths of all the sugar consumed has 
been eaten in the form of candy. The confectioner’s 
is a great trade with us and under normal condi 
tioiis it deserves every encouragement. But cand.v, 
M-lndesome and nutritious though it is, cannot 1 h* 
classifiisl as a necessary of life. It is a luxury, 
and in the day of stress it must Ik* sacrificed. Cer- 
tainly no Ameri<-an man. woman or child Mill com- 
plain lK‘cause his or her cand.v alloMance is cut 
iloMii in order that the allies may have a little 
sM'ceteiiing to meet the minimum re<iuirements of 
their diets. What can be accomplished in the re- 
<luction in the use of sugar is astonishing; England 
formerly consumed ninety-tlmH* and a half i>ouuds 
a iMTsoa each year; it has brought this doM’ii to 
tM-eiity-six pounds and there has b<‘en nothing to 
indicate impairment of the public health because 
of the sacrifii-e. 

It Mill 1 h* interesting to observe the effect of the 
War Savings Stamp and Thrift Stamp campaigns on 
the sale of candy. Thousands of iM>unds of sM*e<*ts an* 
l)ought every day by children and their elders for im- 
mediate consumption Mithout regard to its food value 
or anything else exwpt the satisfaction of the 
sweet tooth. In many if not in most cases these 
indulgences might M’ell be omitted for health’s sake. 
If those Mho have never hesitated about buying a 
quarter’s Morth of gumdrops, r.ot for purinises of 
.\rctic exploration, can be induced to put their cash 
into thrift stamps instead, their stomachs Mill be 
iH'iiefited and the philosophy of saving giMsls and 
services that underlies one of the most interesting 
financial operations of the M’ar Mill be illustrated 
in the most gratif.ving way. 

On behalf of the cauuers, hoM'ever, Me think a 
Mord should Ik* said. L;ist year they M’ere taught not 
to be stingy Mith sugar. If the government Mauls 
th(*m to economize on it thi.s season, it should pub- 
lish directly to that effect, M'hich should include 
si>ecific instructions as to the course to be pursued. 
A new Ma.v of doing a thing once learned is not al- 
ways easily ac«|uired and the gentlemen and ladies 
M’ho represent Mr. Hoover in the kitchens of several 
million homes, should be told M'hat to do. — New York 
Sun.

The country learned yesterday General Pershing’s 
opinion of the men of his comm:ind. They are, in 
his M’ords. “suiM*rb soldiers.” What the men think 
of their offi«*ers has lK*«*n disclosed in many let- 
ters, in M’hich the impresslonij of privates w’ere set 
forth frankl.v, and Mith no exiH*ctation that they 
M’ould Ik* iniblished. Practicall.v without exception 
the authors of these letters have exhibited confi- 
dence in and affection for their superiors and have 
recorded the kindness and consideration shoM’n to 
them by those to M’hom they look for guidance and 
instruction. 

Another opinion of the American Exi>edit ionary 
Forces is given in a letter n*cently received from 
an officer of the regular army, a first lieutenant 
M’ho has l>eeii engaged in important actions. He dis- 
cusses the feeling of the company offic-ers for the 
field and general officers. Of them this nontenant, 
informed by exiierience, M'rites; 

“In regard to losses we have been fortunate, due 
chiefl.v to an intelligent, considerate staff of high 
officers who regulate our destinies. 

“We get no imisissible missions and every’ man’s 
move is carefull.v planned and thoroughly supported. 

“We are getting the best men available as our 
suiieriors and those Mho are incapable are being re- 
moved regardless of connections at home. 

“Every iMissible comfort is lx*ing provided by the 
government and the men are contented and happ.v 
to fight for a country that dot*s so much for them..” 

Thus M’e have the declarations of the nn*n in the 
ranks that their company officers are compet«*nt 
and considerate; the testimony of the company offi 
cers that their suimriors are able and reasonable, and 
the M’ord of General Pershing that the men he com- 
mands are “superb soldiers.” The gigantic ma- 
chine M’e have constructed is proving itself u formid- 
able engine of Mar and the spirit shoMii by the men 
in it discloses the high character of those on M’hom 
the fighting falls. 

Particularly interesting and gratif.ving is the fact 
that men not up to their Mork are quickl.v re- j 
lieved of duty. These removals mean that iK>litical 
considerations in no w’ay influence the selection of 
•jfficers for staff duty; that the army is a d<*mocracy 
in M’hich ability alone counts. Not even the great 
victorj’ that has bt*en M’on over the Germans on the 
Marne is more gratifying than this fact. — New Y’ork 
Sun. I 

OUR “WAR OF MOBS” 



Vol Moltke said contemptuousl.v that our civil | 
M'ar Mas but a “M'ar of, mobs,” and certainly 
neither one of the opimsing armies could bear com- 
parison Mith the highl.v trained instrument of effi- 
cient brutality that so fittingly reflects German 
character. 

We were a primitive i»eopie in the sixties, sadly 
lacking in the qualities that the kaiser’s higher

Mr. Kitchin. chairman of the Wajs aaad Means 
Coiaaaaaitt«*e of the House, is calml.v M’alkiaag over the 
faaaatical drys, M’ho Avere so hot to throw away 
reveaaue for the sake of forcing their uaaappL*arable 
idol of prohibition uiaoia the country during the Avar. 
He AvaA’es aside, as any naaaa or ecauaoniist of sense 
oaaglat, the amendment to the fooal stimulation bill 
that makes the Uiaited States dry next January. 
Seaaator Simmons, chairman of the Senate Appro- 
priations Committee, has vaiul.v told the zealots 
that the treasury Avill lose an immense revenue if 
the drys have their aa’u.v.

Y’et it aa’ouUI be hard t<» 
make a more preiiosterous proposal than wantonly to 
toss awa.v nearl.v a billion of revenue, easily col- 
lected, for the sake of hammering a fixed idea into 
the statute books. — N cm’ York Times.

The thought and ingenuit.v devoted to getting 
ahead of the railroads under the old rat»*s, cen- 
tered on more productiA’e ends, Avould ha\’e added 
materia ll.v to the prosp**rity of the schemers. The 
new McAd<K» rates have greatly broadened and in- 
tensified the desire to travel as clu*apl.v as iNissIble. 
The thr»*<’-«s*nts-a-mile rate Avas ac«-epted M’ith com- 
l>aratively little grumbling as a M’ar necessity, but 
the extra charge of :i half cent a mile for parlor 
and sleeping car privileges has lK*en a sore iKiint. 
.V giK*at many i>ersons “got even” b.v traAcling in 
coaches. Others began figuring Avays to get around 
the extra charge. BetM’i*<*n Chicago and Ncav Y'ork 
and vice versii, regular traAclers get off at Pitts- 
burgh or Buffalo, go to a hotel and resume their 
journe.v in a day coach in the merning. saving, it is 
<*omputed, an average of $8 on the trip. The coach 
fare one Avay is $29.4*2. The extra fare for using 
the sleeiK*r is about $5 and the sh*eiK*r costs another 
$5, making the fare $39.82. Others travel in a day 
coach. Availing until night to buy a bt*rth and skiving 
approx imatel.v $8.50 on a trip. BetM’een Chicago 
iiid the Pacific Coast getting »»ff the train for 
three nights is figured u saving of $18 on the 
journey. 

Parlor car travel has already bt*t*n cut heavily 
b.v the higl.'er rates. The Railroad Administration in 
this matter may discoxer that it has overreaclwd 
its«*lf. The public is willing to pay a reasonable 
adA’ance if shown the necessit.v, but is prompt to 
protect its«*lf against those it considers unreasonable, 
I>articularly Avhcii it can figure out means of doing 
Avithout or getting an>und the regulations, even if 
it docs entiil a little inconvenience and delay. — 
Pittsburgh Dispatch.
